He appoints the ministers and aH 


the other high government officials 
and he may remove them when- 
ever he sees ilt. There is no party 
government and no parliament^ and 
the king is tns own prime minister. 
Usually, however, he consults with 
a supreme council and a cabinet on 
important matters. 


Prajadhipok 
succeeded to the 


throne on the death of bis brother, 
Rama VI in 1923. He is the seventh 
monarch of the present dynasty. 


There is a good sized army in 


Siam. and every able-bodied man is 
liable to two years service in the 
regular army, with longer periods 
in the three reserve forces.

versy With Counties 


Madison— W)— The Lone Rock 


bridge over the north channel of 
the Wisconsin river at the point 
where Iowa, Richland and Sauk-cos 
meet will be constructed at the ex- 
pense of the state, thus ending a 
ten-year-controversy between these 
three counties and the state high- 
way commission. 


The bridge is on State Trunk 


Highway 130. The cost originally 
was estimated at 5100,000 but may 
be considerably lower now. 


The controversy dates back to 


1923 when the Richland-co board 
filed a petition with the commission 
for a new bridge part of the cost 
of which would have been assessed 
against the three counties. lowa-co 
strongly protested. 


Since that time the commission 


has held several hearings and three 
different court actions were started. 
The commission instituted the last 
of these to compel construction of 
the bridge but lost out in the su-

Such is the "From Newsboy to 


Riches™ story of Governor George 
"White of Onio—and even Horatio 
Alger never wrote a more colorful 
one. 


Six feet fall, raw-boned

rugged, Governor "White is as hard 
as toils today, despite his 60 years. 
He has a craggy ohin and deep-set 
blue eyes, a head that is almost 
hairless and a mouth that smiles on

most convenient for the patient and 
the dose can be well controlled. In 
the hands of the experienced physi- 
cian there is no danger of an un- 
toward reaction. 


"Surgical removal can, of course, 


be attempted; however, the cos- 
metic end result in cases treated 
properly by radium is far better. 
Unfortunately only the thickened 
type of nevus respond well to treat- 


ment; the flattened, port wine stain 
does not. 
Sometimes a 
fainter 


color can be brought about by ra- 
dium application, although many 
radiologists do not advise radium 
therapy in stich cases. However, we 
must remember that here as in all 
other medical problems no general 
pattern of treatment can be out- 
lined. Each case has to be consider- 
ed individually and treated on its 
own merits. The only general rule 
is early consultation of a competent 
physician in order to save loss of

LWSPAPLRl 
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THE PEESIDENT'S AKMS PROGRAM 


Only a year ago President Hoover suc- 


cessfully recommended to the nations of 
the Trorld the voluntary adoption of a 
moratorium on the national obligations 
primarily caused by the war or result- 
ing from the deplorable conditions com- 
ing as its aftermath. 


That was one of Mr. Hoover's master 


strokes. It came at a time when it seemed 
that the world must have some form of 
relief but no one appeared to know exactly 
•what to do. It served as a sufficient sur- 
cease from the difficulties that beset the 
nations and so stimulated their confidence 
that they -were enabled to carry on 
•where probably without it there would 
have been some collapse and the ruin that 
such a condition makes unavoidable. 


The President has again, we think, 


selected an opportune time to press upon 
the attention of the world the necessity 
for an arms reduction. 


Mr. Hoover's plan includes an "abo- 


lition of all tanks, chemical •warfare units 
and large mobile guns;" also the "aboli- 
tion of all bombing planes and the total 
abolition of an bombardment from the 
air;" a reduction of one-third in the 
strength, of all land armies above the 
strength, needed to maintain internal or- 
der, likewise "a reduction in treaty ton- 
nage and number of battleships by one- 
third." The President estimates that in 
the course of a generation this plan will 
save America alone about 15 billions. 


The astonishing thing is that there 


should be any necessity of persuading the 


~ "world that it is overarmed or that there 


is any specific or particular danger to one 
nation above another if each submits to a 
proportionate reduction. 


Immediately from France comes the 


cry: "We want guaranties." France per- 
sists in her policy of asking the impossi- 
ble. She wants the other first-class pow- 
ers to guarantee her against attack. Some- 
times, we fhfnV, she asks it knowing that 
it cannot be granted, that it is an un- 
workable plan with no authority in ex- 
istence or creatable to determine its con- 
flicting issues. Indeed if America and 
others entered into such a guaranty 
France might as reasonably ask Jupiter 
and Saturn to insure that they would 
carry out their agreement in case of her 
need. 


It is time for France to remember 


that if she was greatly despoiled during 
the World war the injury inflicted upon 
her was not proportionately greater than 
that she inflicted upon the German states 
from 1800 to 1815. France was not over- 
run because she was France or her neigh- 
bor was Germany. It was because nations 
•went to war that caused the suffering. The 
Germans are warlike but no more so than 
~the French or any other stout and hardy 
people. France's greatest guaranty—and 
the greatest one she will ever receive—is 
a democratic form of government in. Ger- 
many, and yet the government at Paris 
is so conducting itself as to drive the Ger- 
man people into the open arms of the 
hungry Hohenzollerns. 


The President is following a thought- 


fully considered and carefully plotted 
course. TTis attempt to make "headway 
against the natural fear and friction aris- 
ing out of war armaments which will hu- 
man, confidence throughout the world," 
may be slow but, in the course of time, 
it wiH be sure. It must be slow because 
many nations are involved, each with a 
separate series of considerations to "weigh 
and reflect -upon. But it is the honest 
course, the constructive course, the hu- 
mane course, and it will be the successful 
course so long as the rulers of the great 
governments stubbornly insist upon keep- 
ing it before the people of the world. 
Public opinion is like a river of ice, it 
moves slowly, but it moves upon an irre- 
sistible course—and those who would op- 
pose it may bear in mind that, once start- 
ed, it crushes everything before it. 


MA3IMOTH HUNTERS 


Down south, the remains of a mam- 


moth have been uncovered. 


This prehistoric beast is reauted to 


have foraged on this continent before, 
during and after the last glacial period 
•when the forests were pushing the ice 


-- back up the Mississippi valley" and'the 
"^gferiers were melting along the New En- 
;.'gland coast. 


He was hunted in Europe by the Ne-

Many mammoths have been uncovered 


in America and ordinarily the discovery 
of another one down south should be of 
no particular interest- 


There was something unusual, though, 


about this mammoth. Something strange 
had happened to him while trampling 
down the budding forests. 


Imbedded in his skull was an arrow- 


head. 


And by this discovery the history of 


man on this continent jumped back many 
thousands of years beyond the known 
records he has left for our inspection. 


Ethnologists are agog with excitement 


at the meager but unmistakable trail left 
by Ws early pioneer. 


Let science delve into the aeons of 


time in man's history unfolded .by this 
discovery. For the present day layman, 
sitting perched precariously midst eco- 
nomic crises, there should come the vi- 
sion of this hardy and courageous an- 
cestor who dared venture from his cave 
with bow and arrow to meet this Pleisto- 
cene monster. 


In him was budding the reason, judg- 


ment and craftiness which saved him to 
perpetuate his species. As he strung his 
bow in trepidation as to his fate, that 
mammoth must have appeared as a siz- 
able depression. Yet his arrow sped true 
to its mark and mammoths now lie bur- 
ied, extinct, "neath geologic strata, while 
man lives to meet and conquer other 
monsters in the ever-increasing pace of 
his march toward a more perfect intel- 
ligence and understanding. 


This ancestor got his mammoth. By 


so doing, he has set us, his progeny, a 
worthy example. Let the bows be strung 
and held taut with courage and unerring 
aim. And another depression will bite 
the dust. 


NEW DISARMAMENT STRATEGY 
The correspondent for the New York 


Times at Geneva is authoriity for inter- 
esting comment on the diplomacies sur- 
rounding the disarmament 
conference. 


Particular attention is called to a basic 
change that has taken place in British 
and American strategy. 


Hitherto the policy of these two coun- 


tries has been to bring France into line 
by isolating her. The strategy has taken 
the form of coming to an agreement pri- 
viately and then publicly launching a 
surprise attack, counting on the support 
of Germany, Italy and Russia to force 
French cooperation. Instead of accom- 
plishing the objective desired, the result 
has been to make France not only balky 
and suspicious but to throw her info the 
arms of Japan -whose ideas on armaments 
coincide closely with her own. 


Now, it is proposed to tell France first 


of Anglo-American plans, try for a tri- 
angular agreement, and thus isolate Japan. 
The former coalition of governments, by 
tacitly ignoring France in preliminary 
negotiations and thus forcing her to play 
ball with Japan, has also had the effect 
of paralyzing any concerted action of the 
powers in the Manchurian conflict. 


Lack of cooperation among the great 


powers in holding Japan to the terms of 
the League of Nations covenant and the 
Kellogg pact has been all too evident. It 
is not an unreasonable supposition that 
Japan's defiant attitude has been based 
on the tacit support of France and that 
the latter country has been forced into 
this position; because politically, France 
and Japan are far apart. No power Tia.s 
gone so far as France toward acceptance 
of compulsory arbitration and judicial set- 
tlement of disputes. No other nation has 
so consistently 
sought to increase the 


League's power to enforce the decisions 
of these tribunals. In contrast, no great 
power has been so backward in ffii-s re- 
spect as Japan, which has not even signed 
a single bilateral arbitration treaty. 


The new tripartite diplomacy augurs 


well for progress in disarmament plans 
which had apparently reached an im- 
passe. If successful at Geneva it may 
produce equally interesting results in its 
effect upon the future policies of Japan 
in Manchuria and China.

A GREAT HEALTH MEASURE 


About 10 years ago the general public came 


to realization of the peril of a milk supply con- 
taminated by tuberculosis infection. Conclusive 
proof had been obtained that the use of milk 
from animals suffering from tuberculosis was 
one of the causes for the ravages of this dreaded 
disease among human beings. That knorrledge 
prompted one of the most searching and effi- 
cient public health measures ever undertaken 
in a nation- 


Recently the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture prepared a map affording a graphic 
representation of the progress of the campaign 
to eradicate tuberculosis from the dairy herds 
of the co-jiitry. It is an astonishing showing. On 
June I. there were 1,422 counties that have been 
made practically free of the disease by the ap- 
plication of the tuberculin test to cattle. Among 
the states that now are listed as '"tuberculosis- 
free" are some of the most important dairying 
districts in the country, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Indiana, Ohio, Maine, North Carolina and Ida- 
ho. Several other important states are about to 
be placed upon the ''accredited" list. 


And this remarkable achievement has come 


about since July, 1923. From reports of the last 
survey it was shown that the per cent of tuber- 
culosis cattle in the entire country has been re- 
duced to 1.4. And the work progresses in all of 
the states.—Detroit Xews.

"WHY TOBACCO DESTROYS 


YOUTH 


Some persons insist that a smoke 


quiets the nerves. Now lefs see 
what that means. A normal, healthy 
young animal naturally desires 
physical activity, play, romp, run 
about, fight. A senile 
animal 


naturally desires rest, snoozing, 
day-dreaming, just sitting around 
vegetating. 


Certain drugs have narcotic or 


sedative or depressing action on the 
nerve centers. Tobacco is such a 
drug. Thafs what it means when 
a confirmed smoker says a smoke 
sooths his nerves or quiets nervous 
tension. It dulls his natural desire 
for physical activity, and enables 
him to take it sitting or laying 
down when he should be running 
away or fighting. It makes the 
young animal for the time being 
an old one. 


Athletic coaches invariably for- 


aid even occasional use of tobacco 
sy the young aspirants under train- 
ing. Even the untutored youths who 
;o in for professional boxing know 
from experience that smoking les- 
sens a boxer's chance to win his 
jout. Diminishes his resiliency, 
shortens his wind, lowers his en- 
durance. 


A great many youngsters whose 


home training has been neglected 
(and HI explain just what this 
means presently) begin mainly for 
he sake of nonchalance of finding 
something to do with the hands to 
cover consciousness of inferiority. 


There are laws prohibiting the 


sale of tobacco to children, but 
something more impressive than a 
law is required. Every parent 
should exact a pledge from his 
child at an early age, say 12 years, 
against the use of tobacco before 
the age of 25 years—not 21 years, 
'or the majority of children do not 
attain full development of adult- 
lood until they reach 24 or 25 years 
of age. 
Exercise, play or work is the 


lealthful substitute for tobacco in 
youth. Activity, not dignified quiet 
and repose, is the natural state and 
index of youth. 
Habit is a characteristic of old 


age. The senile are creatures of 


Every smoker, young or old, 


should ask himself or herself regu- 
arly whether he has the habit or 
he habit has him. The only way 
» find out which it is, I think, is 
:o refrain from smoking for 24 
lours now and then. The smoker 
will find a lot of satisfaction in one 
smokeless day a week or even one 
smokeless day a month. It is assur- 
ance that old age has not yet crept 
upon him.

Tulips present a blooming blan- 


ket of beauty when they are in 
srerepn, but after the petals drop off 
and the leaves start to droop, they 
are not an inviting Eight. 


During ffrfs period, most garden- 
ers take the time to -weather their 
bulbs so they vnH be fit for produc- 


tion the following year. This weath- 
ering process is simple. 


After the blooming period and 


petals are foiling, it is important to 
see that no seed pods start to form. 
Seed production takes much of the 
vitality and food supply from the 
bulb itself, weakening it and cut- 
ting down its resistance to disease. 


Cut all blooms as soon as they are 


ready for decoration purposes. Do 
not, however, cut the leaves from 
the plant The bulb needs all its 
leaves to aid in its development and 
production of flowers the following 
year. Every leaf should be left on 
the plant until they start to wither 
land turn yellow. 
I If the bulbs are to be left in the 


ground year after year, it is not 
necessary to remove the withered 
leaves at all, leaving them rot off 
naturally. But if the bulbs are to 
be taken up and stored until plant- 
ing again this fall, it is best to dig 
up the plants when the leaves be- 
gin to drop. The bulbs can then be 
"heeled-in" in a box full of dirt un- 
til the leaves dry entirely and ran 
be broken off with no effort. The 
bulbs are by that time dried out and 
will not sprout if kept in a dry 
place. 


Tulips should never be planted in 


the spring. 
The fall months with 
their cool weather allow the devel- 
opment of a better root system than 
hot spring and summer months.

Roosevelt Leaders Pledged 


to Work for majority 


Role at Convention 


Chicago— OP) — Roosevelt leaders 
today arrayed their forces in an 
open campaign to fc*n on its one- 
hundredth birthday the venerable 
Democratic rule that two-thirds of 
the national convention must agree 
upon a candidate before he <-arf be- 
come the party's presidential nom- 
inee. 


All the leaders in the New York- 
er's drive for the nomination were 
pledged to do all within their pow- 
er to keep the aged rule— adoated 
i»y the convention of 1832 and" in 
force ever since — out of the regu- 
lations governing nest week's meet- 
ing, fay headlong attack launched 
even before the delegates are called 
to order. 


Other candidates viewing the 
two-thirds rule as their •Drincir>al 
hope of stopping the Empire state 
executive, studied party "laws and 
precedents and sought to solidify 
the variegated followings in a uni- 
fied opposition with which to face 
the Rooseveltian attack. 


Claiming some 690 convention 


votes, well over a majority, the 
Roosevelt tacticians were confident 
they could accomplish their pur- 
pose and then nominate their can- 
didate. However, their enumeration 
of delegates was disputed by Alfred 
-E. Smith, who would concede the 
-governor but 
570 — eight ballots 
short of a majority. 


Result of Conference 


The decision to concentrate upon 


an open attack on the two-thirds 
rule came out of a smoky confer- 
ence room at the Congress hotel in 
•which the Roosevelt chieftains dis- 
cussed strategy until nearly mid- 
night last night. 


To a waiting throng of newspa- 
permen, James A. Farley, manager 
of the Roosevelt campaign, handed 
statement: 


"At a meeting of the friends of 


Governor Roosevelt, consisting of 
leading Democrats from practically 
every state and territory the fol- 
lowing resolution was 
adopted 
unanimously:

"That it be the sense of this 
gathering of friends of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt that we pledge ourselves 
to do all within our power to bring

Child Requires Certain 


Foods for Balanced Diet 


BY SISTE*MA*Y 
NEA Service Writer 


During vacation time, when chil- 


dren are at home all day, luncheon 
presents a new problem to many 
mothers. More freedom is permitt- 
ed than during school days. The 
lunch hour is not rigid and bed- 
time varies. With food always avail- 
able, the temptation to eat between 
meals is trying. These factors as 
well as the custom of serving the 
hearty meal at the end of the day 
all increase the problem. 
Children must have a 
hearty 


noon meaL Hours of active play in 
the fresh air exhaust energy and 
make nourishing food necessary. 
But, unless special meals are pre- 
pared for children, the noon meal 
is the light one and the evening 
meal is the hearty one eaten with 
the older members of the family. 


There are certain rules which 
govern the choice of a. child's daily 
diet and some knowledge of these 
rules is essential. Every child 
should have in his diet every day 
one quart of milk. He should have 
at least three vegetables, one of 
•which may be potatoes and one of 
the others raw or green. He should 
have two fruits, one preferably raw. 
He should have one serving of 
meat, fi^n or eggs. A -whole grain 
cereal, three slices of bread or toast 
and four glasses of water complete 
the list of foods necessary to main- 
tain a balanced diet and provide an 
adequate number of calories. 


Vary Ways of Serving* Milk 


If a child does not want to drink 


his allotted quart of miife- it may 
be used over vegetables, in soups 
and in desserts. 


An easy way to plan a child's 


luncheon menu is to include in it 
those foods in his daily food re- 
quirement that are not served at 
breakfast or dinner when the fam- 
ily are together. Then, if he is giv- 
en his broiled chop or meat cake at 
noon, he may have the dinner veg- 
etables provided for the rest of the 
family 


Very often the luncheon dessert 
0e counted as the "main dish" 


because a large amount of nourish- 
ment can be put into a padding. 
This type of dessert is seldom 
wanted for dinner and adds variety 
if used for the noon meaL. 
When the dinner is hearty, a sim- 


ple luncheon of raw 
vegetable 


sandwiches, one hot cooked vege- 
table, a glass of milk and a nour- 
ishing dessert proves most satisfac- 
tory for hot noons. A vegetable sal- 
ad with bread and butter sandwich- 
es can take the place of the sand- 
wiches. 
Another point to keep in mind 
is that luncheon dishes should be 
easily digested because the meal 
comes at the hottest time of the

when eating it 


Drinks made of m^V and eggs 


are nourishing and easily digested. 
They are very quickly made and 
children generally like them. If s a 
good plan to serve a cup of hot 
bouillon or a hot vegetable dish 
when a cold milk and egg drink is 
served. 
Fruit juices also can be combin- 


ed with eggs to make nourish- 
ing and inviting drinks. When these 
are used, a hot vegetable cream 
soup with sandwiches of lettuce or 
some other green vegetable rounds 
out the meaL

To some extent they are right 


but beyond that they make a mis- 
take 
Unless we begin training 


children to share home and its con- 
cerns and duties from the start we 
are sure to have trouble at the end. 
Babies who want nothing grow in- 
to men and women 
who 
-want 


everything. 
The safest most sat- 


isfactory way of developing coop- 
eration in children is sharing home 
from the start That means sharing 
everything from work to repose. It 
means teaching 
the children to 


help with everything that goes on 
from washing their hands to buy- 
ing real estate by a steady gradual 
transference of responsibility. Fam- 
ily unity not only strengthens the 
family but it develops ths individ- 
ual members. Acquiring and hold- 
ing on to things doesn't bring one 
much satisfaction. After acquisition 
must come use and with use serv- 
ice to oneself and others. That in- 
dicates sharing home and all home 
means. As soon as the children can 
handle a spoon, 
a dust 
rag, a 


sweeper, a bank account or a job, 
they must be helped to see their

If you have ever envied the un- 


taught South Sea savage his care- 
free life in which the restrictions 
of civiMzation are blithely ignored, 
you might just as well stop right 
now.R. F. Fortune, ethnologist, has 
writen "Sorcerers of Dobu," after 
living for some eight months among 
the savages on an archipelago east 
of New Guinea, and his book ought 
to kill the old myth of savage free- 
dom forever. 


The Dobu islanders among whom 


Mr. Fortune lived seem to have sur- 
rounded themselves with so many 
taboos and other social restrictions 
that life in a modern American 
city, even under the worst condi- 
tions, looks like the very quintes- 
sence of liberty in comparison. 


In Dobu, for instance, you can 


not pick a wife in your own home 
town. 


You cannot leave your property 


to your children, or inherit prop- 
erty from your father. 


If your, wife dies, you must live 
in the basement for a year, and 
then you must never visit her vil- 
lage again. 


There are no "natural" deaths, all 


deaths being caused by sorcery. 
Sorcery, too. causes all worldly 
prosperity, and if your neighbor 
has a good garden it means that he 
has stolen your crops by witchcraft. 


If a man displays friendship to-
